To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles  Urban 

District  Council. 

Both  death  rate  and  bu’th  rate  show  slight  increases  of  no 
great  account.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  32  is  the  lowest  for  10 
years  and  is  I think  an  index  of  the  improved  living  conditions 
and  the  great  advance  in  maternity  and  child  welfare. 

There  was  some  considerable  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Measles 
with  one  death.  OtherAvise  there  was  httle  infection  and  it  is  very 
interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  only  three  cases  of  Diph- 
theria were  notified.  What  a tribute  to  the  value  of  immunisation  ! 

It  is  a pleasirre  to  note  a chop  in  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
of  9 to  5 and  of  Cancer  from  39  to  26. 

Deaths  from  Cardio- vascular  disease  increased  from  108  to 
118,  being  50%  of  the  total. 

Naturally  many  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  period 
of  mj’’  association  with  the  Council,  but  one  which  is  so  outstanding 
and  gives  so  much  satisfaction  is  the  transformation  in  housing. 

As  this  is  my  last  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the  Council,  Officials,  and  in 
particular  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Staff  for  all  the  considera- 
tion and  help  during  the  years.

The  removal  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  as  is  also  the  collection,  sorting  and  baling  of  salvaged  paper. 
Yom-  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
supervision  of  this  department. 


To  carry  out  this  work  23  men  are  employed,  three  of  whom  are 
chargemen,  one  a driver/mechanic,  six  are  driver/fillers,  and  the 
remainder  labourer/tillers. 


A fleet  of  eight  modern  Kamer  refuse  collecting  vehicles  is 
used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage. 


There  are  approximately  5687  liouseS,  and  400  other  premises 
dealt  with  each  week. 


Bins  are  emptied  bi-weekly  and  earth  closets  every  seven  days. 


Refuse  is  led  to  the  Council  tips  at  Brandon  Colliery,  Brandon 
Village,  Ushaw  Moor  and  Esh  Winning.

HOUSING  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Front  Street,  Browney  Colliery. 

Tliere  are  .'50,  four-roumed  houses  in  this  street,  and  the  owners 
are  improving  the  amenities  of  these  houses  by  having  the  under- 
mentioned works  carried  out  : — 

(1)  Installing  modern  kitchen  ranges,  of  the  combination  type 
with  back  boiler. 

(2)  Reducuig  the  large  pantiy  to  half  size  and  using  the  re- 
inainder  as  a small  scullery  with  wash-up  sink  and  hot  and 
cold  water  taps. 

(3)  All  windows  in  bedrooms,  sitting  room  and  kitchen  are 
being  removed  and  replaced  with  larger  casement  type 
window's. 

(4)  When  these  works  are  completed  the  conversion  of  the 
existing  earth  closets  to  water  carriage  should  be 

' considered. 

1 — 34,  Ha-RLE  Street,  Browney. 

The  work  of  modernising  these  34  brick  built  5-roomed  houses 
mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  is  now  complete,  the  under- 
mentioned works  having  been  carried  out : — 

(1)  Large  wash-house  reduced  in  size  thus  allowing  for  the 
inclusion  of  a bathroom,  with  wash  handbasin  and 
modern  sanitation. 

(2)  The  large  existing  pantry  altered  and  made  into  a kitchen-  - 
ette  with  wash-up  sinl?:,  hot  and  cold  water,  and  draining 
boards. 

(3)  In  the  livuig  room  the  old  type  kitchen  range  has  been 
leplaced  by  a modern  range  whth  back  boiler. 

(4)  Hot  water  cylinder  and  supply  tank  have  been  fixed  in 
back  bedroom  and  enclosed  by  suitable  airing  cupboard. 

(.*5)  The  old  earth  closet  has  been  converted  to  a store  shed  and 
a metal  bin  pi-oviderl  for  the  temporary  storage  of  house 
refuse. 

The  condition  of  these  houses  is  now'  most  satisfactory  and  they 
are  in  all  resjjects  fit  for  habitation. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Meat  Inspection  is  earned  out  by  the  Council’s  Sanitary  and 
Meat  and  Food  Inspector  at  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughter- 
house at  MeadoAV'field,  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are  slaughtered 
to  supply  the  needs  of  Durham  City,  Durham  Rural  and  Brandon 
and  Byshottles  districts. 


As  previously  reported,  the  closest  co-operation  exists  between 
the  Council’s  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  and  the  Slaughterhouse 
Management  who  give  all  possible  assistance  to  facilitate  inspection.

Factories. 

Two  post-war  factories  have  been  built  at  Langley  Moor,  the 
particulars  of  which  are  : — ; 

1.  Messrs.  Hirst  and  Thackway  (Raincoat  and  Clothing 
Manufacturers). 

This  factory  employs  approximately  28  men  a.nd  2.‘11 
women,  and  has  a floor  area  of  3f),0.53  feet  Suj). 
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2.  Messrs.  L.  & li.  Morley,  Ltd.  (Manufacturers  of  Hosiery 
and  Shirts). 

A new  wing  has  I'ecently  been  built  on  to  this  factory,  the 
floor  ai’ea  being  raised  from  24,289  feet  Sup.,  to  48,289  feet 
Sup.,  approximately  32  men  and  394  women  being  em- 
ployed. 

The  new  extension,  officially  opened  on  22nd  November, 
1950,  now  holds  the  slrirt  making  section,  a new  Canteen 
and  Recreation  Hall,  the  latter  being  much  appreciated  by 
employees. 

Now  that  the  shirt  making  section  has  vacated  the  existing 
factory,  congestion  in  that  building  has  been  much  relieved, 
and  the  hosier}''  section  able  to  extend  considerably. 

In  addition  to  these  two  factories  there  are  37  smaller  factories 
and  bakehouses  in  your  district.  A satisfactory  state  of  cleanhness 
and  efficiency  has  been  found  in  these  factories.

There  are  nine  bakeh(juses  in  the  area,  two  of  which  are  wliole- 
salers  and  retailers,  and  the  remainder  are  in  the  retail  trade  only. 


The  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanihiess  at  these  premises,  has 
been  maintained. 
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Milk  Supplies,  Milk  Marketing  Buard  Creamery,  Lanuley 

Moor. 

Tlie  opening  on  the  14th  April,  1948,  of  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  Creamery  at  Langley  Moor  marked  a new  phase  in  the  Milk 
Marketing  and  Milk  distribution  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

It  is  no\v  possible  for  all  Dairy  Farmers  taking  part  in  the 
Scheme  to  have  all  Milk  produced  on  their  Farms  collected,  past- 
eurised, bottled  and  returned  ready  for  sale  to  their  registered 
customers.  Pasteurised  and  pasteurised  tuberculin  tested  Milk 
is  now  available  to  every  householder  in  this  and  surrounding  areas. 

The  Creamery  situated  at  Stone  Bridge  is  built  on  an  island  of 
land  bounded  on  the  North  side  by  the  neAV  arterial  by-pass  road 
(Durham  to  Crook),  and  on  the  South  side  by  the  old  road. 

The  Creamery  commenced  operations,  with  a through-put  of 
42,000  gallons  of  Milk  per  week,  this  is  now  increased  to  120,000 
gallons  per  week  of  which  45,000  gallons  are  tuberculin  tested 
pasteurised.  The  production  of  tubercuhn  tested  Milk  at  Farms 
under  the  scheme  has  increased  from  1,000  to  2,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  Creamery,  its  buildings,  lay- 
out, and  equipment,  is  regarded  by  the  leading  Authorities  in  the 
Trade  in  general,  has  the  best  and  most  up  to  date  pasteurising  and 
bottling  dairy  in  the  Country. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  supervision  and  administration  of  Rodent  Control  is 
carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  S.  Slack,  who  is  depot  Chargeman  in  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment, also  acts  as  part-time  Rodent  operator,  and  during  the  periods 
when  Sewer  treatment  is  undertaken  (twice  yearly),  two  other  men 
are  transfeired  to  this  woi-k,  for  a period  of  approximately  eight 
weeks. 

Rodent  Control  was  taken  over  from  the  Durham  County 
Council  during  194b,  and  since  that  date  sewer  treatment  has  been 
successfully  carried  out  every  six  months,  usually  during  the  months 
of  April  and  September,

When  business  premises  are  disinfested,  a charge  is  made, 
comprising  actual  cost  of  labour  and  mateifals,  plus  a percentage  for 
administration  expenses,  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge. 

The  undermentioned  schedule  shows  in  detail  tlie  work  over 
the  past  four  years,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  sewer  infesta- 
tion is  gi’adnally  decreasing.
